In the frontier town of Tornea, the 
new gateway to Russia, there is a 
railway station eatlng-room and in 
that room daily not only does east 
meet west and west meet cast, but 
they eat out of the same dish. 
Since the closing of public tratfie 
across the Baltic ami the Gulf of Fin­ 
land the only open 
door 
between 
Western Europe and the Great Em­ 
pire cif the east. Is Tornea, on the b rl 
bank of the wide and rapid Torniojo- 
kl.

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INDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS 


The widespread interest now being 
manifested throughout the country In 
industrial preparedness has prompted 
the Dispatch in getting a brief out­ 
line. on the subject for the benefit of 
its readers. 
The taking of an In­ 
ventory of all industries Is the out­ 
come of a request by President Wil­ 
son to organize a naval consulting 
board consisting of representatives 
from certain professional societies, 
Of this board fi boma 
A. Edison is 
now chairman. 
This board proposed 
as one of the first things to do to 
inventory 
all manufacturing 
and 
producing resources. 
To 
do 
Ibis 
work the members of the five na­ 
tional engineering societies, namely, 
civil, electrical, mining, chemical and 
mechanical, were enlisted. 
A state 
board was appointed and then each 
state perfected its own organization 
of its engineers and appointed there­ 
from “fleld-aldes," who are the ones 
who gather the data. 
The Inven­ 
tories of a state are first submitted 
to the state board, but later, W. 8. 
Gifford, statistician of the American 
Telegraph and Telephone eompany, 
the supervising director over ult state 
directors, has the final work of as­ 
sembling these Individual inventories 
and establishing the system for rec­ 
ord. 
The entire membership of these 
five 
engineering 
societies 
is 
over 
110,000 and virtually all are engaged 
in gathering Inventories. 
Further. 
all of this work is being done with­ 
out any financial remuneration to 
any one. 
With tl»in nation-wide inventory 
as a basis, industrial preparedness 
can be economically and readily ob 
trined by the placing of Hinall an­ 
nual educational orders for army and 
navy supplies with thousands of es­ 
tablishments 
scattered 
throughout 
the country, and by tin1 enrolling of 
skilled labor in an industrial reserve 
in time of peace, wit ii a view of keep­ 
ing labor on the Job In the event of 
war. 
The European war, for one 
thing, has 
demonstrated 
that 
the 
skilled 
laborer 
is 
needed 
at 


h o m e and not in the trenches, and 
without him (he man in tile trenches 
fights a hopeless fight. 
The loyalty of the business men 
throughout the United 
.States 
has 
been more

was 
anticipated. 
There has been an eagerness to to 
operate In organizing this volunteer 
army. 
The chairman of this com­ 
mittee on 
industrial 
preparedness, 
Howard E. Cotfin, in his recent pre­ 
liminary report states that manufact­ 
urers have almost without exception 
responded with lofty patriotism and 
deep interest to the appeal 
This Is indeed an effort to estab­ 
lish a “backbone” tor our national 
defense.

The adoption of this plan will be a

Also, it will spread 
the 
munition- 
producing units, which one day will 
be so vital to our continued exist­ 
ence as a republic, over the country 
and away from the unprotected sea­ 
boards. 
In the Htate of New York alone 
35,000 firms are being Inventoried. 
For Minnesota no final compilation 
bas yet been made, but all the re­ 
ports are expected to be in by July. 
Crow Wing county will submit about 
fifteen inventories, most. of which 
come from Brainerd. 


Now is the time to consider wheth­ 
er the city hay scales should be per­ 
manently located at the present site 
or whether they should be removed to 
some place more suitable for a bual 
ness of tlila kind.
